Mrs. Staplin holds $500 in trust for 
her daughter. 
rPhe mother 
cannot 
give the money to the daughter until 
she is 21 years of age. 
This is one of 
the provisions of tne trust,

It appears that the girl was head­ 
strong. 
She wanted her money and 
tl.-cbv.vd it was due her at the age of 
18. The matter brought on differences 
between her and her mother, and the 
girl left home and went to Los An­ 
geles.
